Dominican Stamps 
Picture Old Church 


The beginnings of Christianity 
in the !"-w World and the history 
of a great American church are 
commemorated in a series of six 
new postage stamps issued by the 
Dominican Republic. 

One of the first shipments of the 
new issue to become available in 
this country was recently deliver- 
ed to the Philatelic Division of the 
Pan American Union by no less 
than two Ambassadors Extraordi- 
nary and Plenipotentiary, in per- 
son! a 

They were Ambassador Luis 
Francisco Thomen, Dominican 
envoy to the United’ States, and 
Ambassador Joaquin E_ Salazar, 
Dominican representative on the 
Council of the Organization of 
American States. Ambassador 
Thomen is an ardent philatelist | — 
himself but the pressure of official 
duties, he stated, has prevented 
him from enjoying the hobby to 
its fullest extent at this time. 

His collecting activities, which 
date back many years, were at 
first given over to a world wide 
field. Later, however, he restricted 
them to issues of ‘the Western 
Hemisphere alone. 

His holdings of the Dominican 
Republic show many of the clas- 
sics of the early days. Despite his 
specialization in Hemisphere is- 
sues he nevertheless still enjoys 
seeing and discussing stamps re- 
leased from other quarters. 

Ambassador Salazar, while not 
a collector, has, in the course of 
his official duties, taken part in 
at least one philatelic incident 
that has received high praise from 
thousands of stamp collectors in 
the United States. It was largely 
due to his efforts that the current 
arrangements were concluded 
with the Dominican Republic as a 
result of which collectors in this 
country are able to obtain current 
and recent stamps at face value 
through the Pan American Union. 

The building of the Church of 
San Francisco, to which the new 
stamps are dedicated, was begun 
in 1503, and finished in 1556, thus 
preceding the landing of the Pil- 
grims on Plymouth Rock by more 
than three score years. In it was 
celebrated the first communion to 
be held in the New World, and 
until a Cathedral and other 
churches were built in the region, 
it ministered to the spiritual needs 
of the first newcomers to the 
Western Hemisphere. 

Thereafter, it served as a hos- 
pital, and was finally abandoned. 
Today, nothing but ruins remain 
to mark the place in which Chris- 
tianity sank its roots into the soil 
of a new continent. 

The stamps of the new series 
are of uniform design and size, 
measuring 33 by 40 mm. They dif. 
fer in color and type, with the 1 
and 3 centavo stamps designated 
for regular mail, and the 7, 10, 15 
and 20 centavo stamps designated 
for air mail use. They were is- 
sued in quantities ranging from 
2,000,000 to 300,000 copies. 

A further issue of stamps has 
been authorized by the Domini- 
can Republic, according to Am- 
bassador Salazar, which will com- 
memorate the first Anniversary 
of the Battle of Las Carreras. 
That series will constist of a three 
centavo regular mail, and a 10 
centavo air mail stamp. 

No release date has thus far 
been announced, but it is assumed 
that the additional issues will ap- 
pear shortly. 





New Zealand Announces 
Annual Health Stamps 


October 3 has been the date 
selected by the Postal Administra- 
tion of New Zealand for the first 
4 of the annual health stamp 
set. 

And as in the nine years past, 
the denominations will again be 
ld plus 44d, and 2d plus 1d. Both 
stamps will have the same design 
which depicts a nurse with a small 
child in her arms who is picking 
blossoms from a tree. 

The low value will be deep 
green in color and the other 
stamp, dark blue.

Primarily, 
this meet is supposed to be a convention 
of the members for the election of officers 
and the transaction of buSiness of the So- 
ciety. We will admit that there is some 
action in so far as discussing business of 
the society. We gather this from heresay 
and from reading reports, for on all the oc- 
casions wherein we have 
the conventions we have never 
time on the floor of the convention listen- | 


this a waste of time unless one wants to} 
enter the arena in a thorough manner | 
and make a year long fight for what he | 
thinks is right. The society has been so | 
handicapped and controlled that it is al- 
most impossible for anyone to get any- 
thing done unless he devotes a long time 
to preparation and effort and then keeps

at it hammer and tongs for a few generations. For us, we have too 
much fun otherwise wasting our time in that manner 

When an organization as big as this has an accumulation of

close to a quarter million dollars and does nothing worth while 
with this money for the people who have helped contribute this 
fund, it is certainly indicative that there is something wrong some- 
where. We are too busy with our own business to make a personal 
investigation. We have often remarked in a joking manner, that 
one of the best things that could happen to the APS would be for 
someone to abscond with all this jack and maybe that would awaken 
the membership. 

Then another matter that a convention is supposed to be held 
for is the election of officers. For years past this has been a farce. 
There is no election of officers. They are picked by the Joe Stalin 
method and you either vote for “Joes’ Boys” or you don’t vote. 
Personally we believe the Society would benefit in the long run if 
we had a knock down and drag out election with a campaign before 
it was held. It would at least get the members interested and we 
believe the average stamp collector would be a good enough sport 
to accept the result and get behind the winner each time and push. 
This is the system we use in our Government and it should be ap- 
plied to our societies as well. 

For fear someone may think I have ambitions, I want to say 
that I have never wanted an office in any stamp society and would 
not accept one now. 

Now since we have spoken of what the convention is held for, 
let us see what there is that makes the convention o* any interest. 

The city which invites the convention is taking on a very big 
load. The Society does little or nothing to help finance the show 
so the city that entertains has to handle that and the budget is not 
one to be sneezed at. Year after year there is a stamp exhibition and 
a Bourse in conjunction with the convention and since those respon- 
sible for the convention part of the show are apparently not aware 
of it, we might tell them here that it is the exhibit and the bourse 
that draws the attendance. If you will eliminate these two features 
your convention will be a flop alongside of past performances. 

To finance the exhibit and the bourse substantial fees must be 
charged. That of course can not be helped as the cost is so high in 
the big cities that all the committee can do is try to break even. 

Seme times they make a little money. We consider this as un- 
ethical for we do not approve of making money on these affairs. 
Those. who exhibit and those who attend the bourse are the ones 
that make these shows successful and they should not be charged 
a penny more than necessary to cover the show. Considering both 
these latter features, the bourse is the most popular of all conven- 
tion features for it is a fact that the collector who comes and looks 
is far more interested in looking for something he wants to buy than 
in looking at what the other fellow has. Therefore the Dealer is 
almost entitled to a subsidy rather than a heavy charge to get him 
there. 
At the rate being charged for bourse space at the coming con- 
vention, few dealers can count on making a dime if they attend. 
Those from any distance will have an overall cost of $250 to $300 
and the boys from Chicago, Pittsburgh and other points are certainly 
not going to be. foolish enough to think that they can make their 
expense money off of each other in any penny ante game after 
midnight. 

It is high time therefore that the APS takes steps to regulate 
these convention activities. If they want a show, let the society 
subsidize or finance it and control the activities under a local com- 
mittee. At present prices any dealer who has to travel there and 
back, pay hotel rates and railroad fares and pay for a bourse table, 
has little chance of any worth while return for his efforts and I 
can tell you it is darn hard and grueling work to hold down one of 
those bourse tables for three or four days. Z

fore 1776. In fact some of tiie 
Colonies which were well organ- 
ized and going concerns had. been 
urged to independence by John 
Adams prior to that year. 

Three of the thirteen, Massa- 
chusetts, New Hampshire and 
South Carolina had formed in- 
dependent commonwealths which 
severed all ties with England. 
Adams urged the other ten to 
do likewise and at the same time 
form a federation of their own 


for mutual assistance and _ pro- 
tection. 
In the Continental Congress 


on June 7, 1776 Richard Henry 
Lee moved that, “these united 
Colonies. are and of right ought 
to be free and independent states, 
that they are absolved from al 
allegiance to the British Crown, 
and that all political connection 
between them and the States of 
Great Britain is and ought to be 
totally disolved.” 

This motion was seconded by 
John Adams, but action on it was 
delayed until July 1.

Adams who in 1823 thought. it 
| would be nice to give each oi the 











| heirs o. the signers a copy of the | 


original. To duplicate the orig- 
inal as closely as possible he or- 
dered that an engraved copper 
|plate be prepared from it, exact 
in all details. This would then 
e used for the reproductions. 
In the process of making the 
|plate, a wet sheet was pressed 
| against the face of the Declara- 
| tion. The water drew out the 
ink in most of the _ signatures 
|making them weak and illegible. 
The text, while affected to sume 
extent was not damaged as much. 
The original is one of the most 
sacred and well guarded docu- 
jments of the government of the 
| United States. It and the orig- 
| inal draft of the Constitution are 
|given limited public showings. 
But I am sure that the gov- 
ernment would cooperate to the 
fullest extent in making the view- 
ing of these documents possible 
even to providing color filters to 
those who can see nothing but 
RED.

Issued To Commemorate The 75th Anniversary

Not too many collectors know that the stamp which was is- 
gued by Austria to commemorate the 75th anniversary of the death 
of Franz Grillparzer, appears in three different printings. 


lists two of them as numbers 489

rintings to plates made by line engraving. Actually, the first print- | 


ing was by the line engraved process, while the second (not listed by 
Scotts) and third were photogravure produced. 

















Zhe stamp on the left is the one produced from line engraved plates and listed 


by the Scott Catalog as #490. The center stamp is the short-lived Issue printed | 


by photogravure process and which as yet Scott does not number. 
en the right was produced by photogravure alse, It is known as the third print- 


ing and is number 489 by Scott. 


The first printing from line en- 
graved plates was the one most, 
collectors bought if they got their 
gtamp as soon as it was made 
available on the philatelic market. 
It was issued on February 10, 1947. | 

Prof. F. Lorber, designer and en- 
graver of many of the stamps of | 
Austria was responsible for this 
one of Grillparzer. Since the same 
design appears on each of the) 
three printings his name appears 
at the bottom of each stamp also, | 
in fine lettering. 

The second printing by the 
photogravure process, and the one | 
not yet listed by Scotts Catalog, 
was issued during June 1947, 

Distinguishing marks on this 
stamp include the lettering at the 
top of the stamp which does not 
stand out clearly, but merges into 
the weakly contrasted back- 
ground. The two dots over the 
“O” of Osterreich are not attached 
to the letter itself, and the features 
of the protrait are harsh. 

Also to be noted is that the 
designer’s name at the bottom of 
the design touches the adjoining 
colored background. 

This printing had the shortest 
life of the three, the sale being 
discontinued without notice. Pos- 
sibly the Austrian Postal Adminis- 
tration realized the weakness of 
the stamp design as printed and 
made arrangements for the new 
plates from which the third var- 
lety was printed.

Osterreich are attached to the let- 
ter, the only one of the three with 
this feature. The features of the 
portrait are much softer, giving a 
more pleasing appearance to it. 

To be noted also is that the 
background of the portrait is made 
to contrast more strongly with the 
balance of the stamp. Another

Philippine Agency 
Will Accept Credit 


It is now possible for collectors 
to establish a credit with the 
Stamp and Philatelic Division of 
the Bureau of Posts of the Phil- 
ippines, according to.a recent of- 
ficial announcement from there. 

Heretofore, collectors have had 
to remit for stamps and covers as 
they appeared, and many times 
the announcement of new stamps 
and cover service has been too 
late for use in the United States. 

Collectors can now send a sum 
of money to the Stamp and Phi- 
latelic Division, Bureau of Posts, 
Manila, Philippines. This should 
be sent by International Money 
Order only, since the Bureau will 
not be responsible for coins and 
bills sent through the mail. 

It would be advisable to remit 
a sum sufficient to cover the costs 
of the desired stamps and covers 
for a period of time. 

The Bureau will charge for the 
stamps plus return postage and 
registration, and in the case of 
covers where the collector does 


|not supply these, they will be sup- 


plied by the Bureau at cost.

The 1948 issues have made 
their mark, in Philatelic history 
and there will undoubtedly be 
many warm debates, both pro 
and con, in the years to come. 
Nevertheless there were many 
other years, in the past, which 
roduced stamps that from a col- 
ectors viewpoint were just as 
interesting as the ‘forty-eighters’. 

The glamour and _ hullabaloo 
surrounding the 1948 issues, did 
take our attention away from 
previous emissions but now that 
the excitement has _ subsided 
somewhat we can look back and 
take note on the status of those 
stamps. 

Towards the end of the 1920’s 
the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing produced a series of 
col..memoratives known and pop- 
ularly referred to as ‘the red car- 
mines’, These were the forerun- 
ners of things to cme. One might 
safely state that this was a period 
of reformation, for stamp collec- 
tors, for national interest was 
really becoming deep-rooted. 

With the advent of James Far- 
ley, as Postmaster General, phi- 
lately was introduced to a new 
streamlined policy, Stamps were 
lifted from their lethargy and 
placed on a lofty pedestal. In fact 
stamps were used as a strong bid 
for political advantages. ; 

The ‘Farley Isst@s’ of the mid- 
dle ‘thirties’ attest to this fact. 
Quite a bit of excitement ensued 
with complaints and grumbling 
coming from the four corners of 
the country. “Farley’s Follies” 
were quickly put in their place 
and the new issues, to come, were 
produced with a minimum of 
publicity. 

At any rate Postmaster Farley 
had set the pattern and even 
though he was eventually super- 
ceded, in his office, many a stamp 
issuing year has come and gone 
and his mark has been present 
regardless of the fact that he no 
longer supervised. f 

Following “Farley’s Follies” we 
were presented with a series of 
sedate 3c commems which for 
some unknown reason has been 
looked down upon by. the average 
collector. Like the ‘2c red car- 
mines’, of the late ‘twenties’ these 
quickly received their own nick- 
name. A sort of sarcastic monick- 
er called the “3c purple”) 

Frankly they are not a bad lot 
and I’ve seen worse. Because of 
the popularity, of the Farley 
Issues, these were sort of carried 
along in the aftermath and in 
so far as we “Plate Blockers,” are 
concerned a tremendous amount 
of plate blocks were accumulated 
and saved. 

Naturally this caused the plate 
block collector to steer clear, to 
a certain degree and they are still 
being treated as if they were 
100,000,000 issues. In truth the 
average printing were only some 
70,000,000 each with some even 
less. All I can say, in behalf of 
these 3c purples is don’t pass 
them up as some day, and it may 
be sooner than you expect, you 
will find yourself having a time 
of it in your endeavors to com- 
plete your positions. 

Let us take a look at their cur- 
rent market valuations.

number centered in the attached 


tion of small ‘F’ placed either to 
the right or left of the plate 
number. There are occasions 
when upper right positions ap- 
pear without this distinguishing 
mark making it necessary for 
the exacting collector to obtain 
larger blox which includes the 
extreme upper right portion of 
the pane. 

The upper left positions have 
the plate number minus the “F”. 
The bottom positions are alike 
and have no physical differences 
except if one collects larger 
blocks which includes the left or 
right hand margins. Therefore I 
list, as above for the Boulder 
Dam, 36 or 48 positions. 

It is your option to collect two 
or one bottom plates of a number. 
If you collect two bottoms then 
to complete your Boulder Dam 
set you need 48 positions and if 
you take just one bottom then 
36 positions completes your set. 
Either way is accepted. 

Of course two bottoms squares 
off the showing of a plate num- 
ber just as in rotary press 
matched numbers but as I stated 
one bottom suits the purpose to 
complete your positions for flat 
plate sets of matched numbers.
